Bucks Recognizes Value Of Scouts, Explorers 


The Boy Scouts* E xplorer pro­ 
gram is one of the 
most 
fas­ 
cinating in the history of scout­ 
ing in Bucks county. 
Today m arks the beginning of 
Boy Scout Week throughout the 
ration, 
and tomorrow the 
Boy 
Scouts of America will celebrate 
its 49th birthday. 
According to Bucks County Boy 
Scout 
Executive 
Raymond 
W. 
Hoxworth, the Explorer program 
in Bucks county, as it is through­ 
out the nation is attracting wide 
attention. 
That’s because an evergrowing 
number of boys between the ages 
•of 14 and 18 are making a dis- 
eo\ery: 
learning to assume re ­ 
sponsibility through participation 
in the new Exploring program of 
the Boy Scouts of America, be­ 
cause it is real fun. 
Here rn BucL> County, the big 
highlight of the year is scheduled 
for tomorrow 
afternoon 
in the 


Bucks county courthouse when 22 
Boy Scouts and Explorers win be 
presented with the Eagle Scout 
Badge and one Explorer with the 
Silver 
Award at 
the Council’s 
Court Of Honor at 2 30 p.m. with 
the entire affair open to the pub­ 
lic. 
It appears that the 
brightest 
figurative candle on this y ea r’s 
birthday cake will be the Explor­ 
ing program, which is symbolic 
of the way the Boy Scouts of 
America have moved to help to­ 
day's boys of high school ag to 
be good citizens. 
According to Scout Executive 
Hoxworth, Exploring, in brief, is 
advanced Scouting, although it has 
been a part of the BSA struc­ 
ture for years. 
It long has been possible 
for 
a boy to enter Scouting as a Cub 
at the age of eight, advance to 
Boy Scout troop at eleven. 
Then at 14, he is eligible to go 


on to an E x p ir e r post, although 
he may remain a Boy Scout, if 
he so desires. 
A few years ago the Boy Scouts 
of America took a searching look 
at its program for boys from 14 
to 18 years. 
It wasn’t especially pleased with 
what it saw. 
Large numbers of boys, includ­ 
ing 
many 
who had started as 
eager-eyed Cubs, were dropping 
out of Scouting. 
Many claimed “ it isn't interest­ 
ing any more." 
However, 
though 
a 
research 
program conducted by the Insti­ 
tute of Social 
Research of the 
I 'Diversity of Michigan, they found 
they answer. 
Boys were interviewed, youth 
leaders and parents too, to find 
out, if possible, the needs 
and 
concerns 
of 4 
to 
18 year 
old 
boys. 
Out of that study cam e the Ex­ 


ploring program which is now in 
operation in Bucks and Montgom­ 
ery counties and other counties 
throughout the country. 
They recommended and its is 
now a rule that the teen-age boys 
need not previously have been a 
m em ber of the Boy Scouts of 
America to become an Explorer. 
The program, Scout Executive 
Hoxworth explained, is designed 
to attract all boys of high school 
age. 
At the present time the Bucks 
County Boy Scout Council has 878 
Explorers in 39 units 
The Valley Forge Council, cov­ 
ering Montgomery and Delaware 
counties, has 3700 in 14.7 posts. 
Essentially, an Explorer post is 
boy-operated. There is an adult 
volunteer leader, called an Ad­ 
visor—not a Scoutmaster. The Ex­ 
plorers themselves suggest, plan 
and conduct the post's activities. 


with the Advisor giving guidance. 
In 
Bucks county 
the 
Explor­ 
ers, sponsored by various organ- 
izatioas. meet in schools, church­ 
es and various other place. 
In the Levittown, Bristol area 
there are IO posts with 202 m em ­ 
bers: 
in the Newtown, 
Morris­ 
ville, Fairless Hills area there 
are IO posts with 320 members; 
in the Lenape district including 
Doylestown, Chalfont, and 
Sole- 
bury area there are IO posts with 
180 members; and in the Quaker­ 
town. Sellersville. Perkasie area 
there are nine post with 176 m em ­ 
bers, making all told 39 units in 
Bucks county with 878 Explorers. 
There is an 
Explorer Cabinet 
iii each district with officers elect­ 
ed to guide the destiny of that 
unit. 
The Cabinet plans the district’s 
activities. 
Camp Ockanickon, the 
Bucks 
County Boy Scout camp has a very 


popular area known 
as 
Uncas 
Lodge, center of activities of the 
Explorers, where 
they 
have 
a 
rifle range among num erous oth­ 
er activities. 
Chairman of the Explorer pro­ 
gram in Bucks county is Francis 
B. 
Kemmerer, 
of 
Sellersville. 
Scouty Commissioner 
of 
Bucks 
county. 
In Exploring there are in ad­ 
dition to the regulation activities, 
u hat is known as "super-activi­ 
ties.” 
One is a 
trip by bus to the 
Philmont Sky Ranch in New Mex­ 
ico, which costs an Explorer $70 
for the entire trip and stay at 
the 
ranch. 
Thirteen Explorers in Bucks have 
already signed up and 63 can be 
taken care of from Bucks coun­ 
ty. 
The other super event is the 
bus trip 
to 
Laclandron 
Base 


Camp, in Canada, a deluxe canoe 
trip. 
Three Explorers 
have 
so far 
signed up for this and 24 can be 
taken care of by the county of­ 
fice. 
The 
Explorer 
uniforms 
are 
snappy and collegiate-looking. 
The field uniform is dark green, 
and for social events there is a 
natty outfit 
consisting of dark 
blue blazer, maroon tie and gray 
slacks. 
Social events, incidentally, are 
important in the Exploring pro­ 
gram. 
As one Explorer put it: 
“ We like girls.” 
So such planned activities as 
dances are held regularly by most 
posts. 
The Explorer 
motto is: “ Our 
best today—for a better tomor­ 
row.’’ In Bucks county more and 
more young men today are giv­ 
ing it meaning.

Pravda asserted that “ the much- 
advertised 
united 
front 
of the 
West is by no means as solid or 
as united as it is made out to bo." 


It 
noted that more than two 
months had 
passed since Mos­ 
cow's proposals on making West 
Berlin a "free demilitarized” city 
and 
on 
conclusion 
of a peace 
treaty w'ith Germany. 


Many observers in Moscow, it 
continued, "consider the Wst is 
delaying its reply mainly owing 
to the discord which is becoming 
apparent 
between

BRITAIN, France and West Ger­ 
m any." 


P ravda said that Dulles* visit to 
Europe shows that the West re­ 
fuses to recognize "the true state 
of affairs in Germany and con­ 
sequently it is fruitless and with­ 
out prospects."

French leaders in which agree­ 
ment was reached that Western 
rights in Berlin must be main­ 
tained "by all available means.” 
Britain Supports Firm Stand 


British P rim e Minister Harold 
Macmillan and other government 
leaders also reaffirmed in talks 
with Dulles earlier this week that 
the Western powers must not Ijovv 
to Soviet threats.
